PROFESSOR MOSES G FARMER DEAD. 
He TV:is Oui> of tho Pionet'is til Modem 


.1 ppljcatlon of Eloetrioity. 


CHICAGO, May 30.—Professor Moses 


G. Farmer, one of the pioneers in mod- 
ern application of electricity to indus- 
trial uses, died j esterday ot pneumonia 
nt 381 Korth State street, Though Mr. 
Farmer wajj 73 years old, and had been 
for sonic time in feeble health, his death 
was unexpected and a great ehock to 
his friends who knew of the aged 
gentleman's great desire to see the 
triumphs at the Columbian exposition 
of the science he had mado his life 
study.

typhns fever in the Riverside hospita 
was a very sad event. Jliss Townsenc 
was the general secretary of the Girls 
Friendly society.

given np to good work. Hermother diet 
last December, and Miss Tovmsend hai 
nursed her assiduously daring n long 
illness extending over two years. 
Ii 


added to the sadne'js of Miss TownsendV 
death that her brother, who is rector o: 
ono of..ihe Protestant churches in At 
laatio City, and her sister -were not per 
mitted to see her during her last hours 
This may havo been a wise and reason 
able precaution of tho medical officer o. 
the health board, but it seems to us to 
have been carrying quarantine rules a 
little too far. there is no reason why 
under proper precautions, a visitor to ; 
patient sick with typhus fever shonlc 
catch tho disease any more than there is 
any reason why attendants and attend 
ing physicians should catch it. 


His3 Townsead's death, independen 


of tho loss of her blameless and usefn" 
life, is a public interest because it is no: 
known how she contracted the disease 
Abont 10 days ago shs went to St. Luke's 
hospital to complain of certain symp- 
toms that might have been tho result o: 
a bad cold. She was taken into the hos 
pital for treatment, and in a fe\v days 
unmistakable typhus fever made its ap 
pearance. She was removed to the Biv 
ersido hospital on North Brother island 
and tho physicians who were attendinj 
her had very little hope of her recovery, 


Before Hiss Townsend was stricter 


down she was living at St. Anna's hal 
at 423 West Twentieth street. This is 
the headquarters of the Society For thi 
Home Study of the Holy Scriptures. Al 
though the remaining inmates of this 
home were carefully watched, none o. 
them developed typhus. There was no 
trace of 1'rphus at her home, nor was 
Miss Towusend known to have been in 
any house where there had been an un 
donbted case of typhus fever.—NCM 
York Sun. 


Women In Chicago. 


There seem to be as many women on' 


at work in Chicago as there are women 
staying at homo in Brooklyn. You can 
not bny anything outside of the giii mills 
without finding a girl clerk to serve yon 
and a girl cashier to take your money, or 
both together. If you rido on the ele 
vated, you buy your ticket of a woman 
"When you get a stamp at the postofrice 
it ia a girl who serves you. The cl5Rc 
in the nevrspaper ofeces are as apt to be 
girls as men. At the headquarters o 
the "World's fair and m all tho deriart 
ment offices girls seem in the majority 
The hum of their voices and the swish o 
their skirts fill the air. They are also in 
the public offices in the city hall. In al 
tho hotels, down in the lobbies, crowdei 
with men and rank with tobacco smoke 
the newsstands, flower stands, telegrap] 
counters, jewelry elands, theater ant 
railroad ticket stands and telcphon 
offices—all are managed by girls. The 
word girls is used advisedly. "Women o 
33 or over are few beside the girls o 
from 17 to 25 who are serving the public 
It is a queer sensation for a man in a 
hotel to call out "come in'' in responsi 
to a knock on his door, and to see a 
pretty, ladylike girl walk in with the re- 
mark, "You are the man I am to dc 
.stenographic work for, I suppose." 


If the kingdom coming for women 


one of varied industry, independence 
and the right to work a<5 hard as th 
men, then Chicago is tho nucleus am 
starting point. A New Yorker who has 
lived here for a year or more was aski 
what ho thought of the revolution. 


"It is good for tho v.-omen," said ho 


"but it is hard for the men. The worn 
en have more liberty, moro money and 
Esore ability to take care of themselves 
in all the emergencies of life. They aim 
at marriage the same as other women do 
or should, but they have time and op 
portunity to wait and wed shrewdly 
so shrewdly often that I think Chicagi 
will fonnd a new race of beings sharper 
in trade than the Hebrews, born of shari 
mothers who have chosen sharp hus- 
bands.

A< Suml^ttl'y of Results Obtalnuil Jfi^'t 


I£xp«3rtlMOjitH at tlio niiuulg Stiltlom 
lu a recent bulletin Messrs, Morrow 


mid Gardner give u detailed agcount o] 
eisjieriraenta with Held corn & 1892, to- 
gether-with a summary of results ob- 
turned in four previous years at the Uni- 
versity of IHinoig station, 
Following 


uro acme of the general conclusions 
drawn: 


The uniform result of the experiments 


for tivo years past indicate that an in- 
crease- of at least five bushels per acre 
over average yielda may bo secured with 
out increase in cost of producing the 
crop. There seems to be no good reason 
fov sending to a distance Cor new varie- 
ties. Neither yield nov feeding value 
depends on the color of tho kernels or 
on the smoothness or roughness of the 
ears. Varieties with remarkably large 
ears mature too late; very early matur 
ing varieties do not give la.rge yields, nor 
do those with exceptionally small cobs. 
Several experiments make it seem prob- 
able that cross breeding corn will usu- 
ally increase tho yield. It is undeter- 
mined how long the improvement may 
continue. "While the varieties classed as 
early matnring do not give so largo crops 
as the medium maturing ones, it is often 
profitable to plant a few acres with such 
varieties for use in tlie early autumn, as 
ii ia believed that the greater palatabil- 
ity of tho now crop corninorethaucoun- 
terbalances the loss from lessened quan- 
tity. 


Tho results of many trials suggest that 


most fitrmcr.s in central Illinois have at- 
tached undue importance to early plant- 
ing and frequent cultivation aud have 
dono harm by 'too deep cultivation, es- 
pecially att~i- tho corn hns made a fair 
growth, and that they Jiavo attached 
quite too little importance to securing a 
uniform stand, with at least 12,000 stalks 
per acre. At tho station good yields 
have boon secured from planting any 
time in May, and corn planted at a com- 
paratively lato ilato has required less 
cultivation to keep tbo ground free from 
weeds, A good condition of tho soil at 
tlic tirr.o of planting is moro important 
than early planting. 


Thick planting reduces tho sizo of the 


ears, but lnri;i;r yields have been secured 
in many trials whero tho number of the 
Bulks was at tho rate of ono kernel each 
nine inches in rows three feet eight inches 
apart than from a thinner stand. Little 
or no gain ha:; been observed from plant- 
ing in drills compared with planting in 
hills, with equal numbers of stalks pei- 
acre. While "thiuningcom"isatrouble- 
BOUIO process it is probable its cost would 
often bo abundantly repaid. Tho weight 
anil good quality of the fitover are in- 
creased by rather thick planting, 


At tho station weeds aro the chief en- 


emy of tho corn crop. Tho soil is loose 
enough to permit ready access to roots, 
water and air. 
Deep plowing as a rule 


does not increase the yield. Deep culti- 
vation of fhe corn has done- harm gener- 
ally. 
Unusually frequent cultivation 


hr.s not been profitable. That method 
of cultivation seems best which anost 
cheaply prevents tho growth of weeds 
and leaves tlio surface of tho ground 
compimitively level and smooth, with 
tho least possible interference with tha 
roots. 


In a dcifrco greater than tho appear- 


anco of the plant would indicate the per- 
centagi; of solid matter in tho corn plant 
is small during tho early period of 
growth. Both the, percentage nnd the 
actual quantity of solid matter and 
probably the food value of the plant in- 
crease uutil it is nearly or quite mature. 
It may bo profitable in many cases to cut 
and feed the crop before the kernels have 
fairly hardened, but- there is always a 
lo:w of possible value when this is done. 
Tin; obvious danger of lops from storms 
nnd by the i:ro}i]iin^oC loaves, it: thocorn 
is left until fully ripe before it is cut, is 
a ;;ufilciunt reason for moderately early 
cutting, but the evidence seems conclu- 
sive that much corn is cut when ton im- 
mutmv, and this whether it is to be put 
in a silo or fed a:, dried fodder.

\Viro Warms. 


Wire worms aro liable to breed espe- 


cially in low, damp, cold soils, feeding on 
tho roots of grass nnd other herbaceous 
plants. No t horouglily practical method 
of destroying the worms has as yet been 
discovered. Their numbers may bo re- 
duced by fall plowing and tlieir haunts 
rendered unattractive by u rapid rota- 
tion of crops and by nnderdrainago. 
Where fields of corn aro attacked aud 
replanting made necessary, Dixie Farm- 
er says that it is best to plant tho sec- 
ond timo between tho old rows, allowing 
tho latter to stand as long as possible in 
order to hold tho attention of tho worms 
and keep them diverted from tho later 
plants.. Entomologist Weed recommends 
fail plowing fur this post. 
Another 


re:medy advised by leading cntomolo- 


iiits is that oC Bowing corn which has 


been soaked in arsenic water over the 
field about 10 days before tho crop is 
planted and harrowing it in. Tlio wire 
worms attacking tho poisoned corn will 
bo destroyed.
